The JOUHNAL fully agrees with the 


Carson lades in the annexed: 


There is no doubt .that \vhen the mat- 


ter is honestly understood it wilt trans- 
pire that the opposition to the Hobart 
resolution for extending the public sur- 
reys in the interest of the 2,000,000 acre 
grant, comes from a determination to 
hare no restrictions upon indiscrimin- 
ate pillage of the timber lands of this 
State. It is proposed that the many 
large possessory timber claims •which 
bare been taken up in the southern 
? 


ortion of this State shall not be luter- 
ered •with by surveys or sal* of the 
lands to purchasers. Neither the Na- 
tional or State government is receiving 
any remuneration for the timber which 
is being annually taken without leave 
or lic«QB6 from the public domain. The 
opposition seems to come mainly from 
the southern and eastern counties of 
Nevada, -where the timber growth is 
mainly the nut pine. The acreage ol 
sach timber land affords from 10 to 40 
cords per acre, and the price which the 
State of Nevada proposes to charge is 
$1.25 per acre. The government price 
is $2.50 per acre. Tha wood in market 
rates at something like $14 per cord, 
and were the lands to be purchased by 
those who are engaged in the trespass 
it would not amouut to a tax of more 
than 10 cents per cord. The tendency 
would also be to make the wood trade 
legitimate and to reduce the price of 
wood in the markets. It should be re- 
membered that in almost every instance 
•where these nut pme lauds are denuded 
of the timber the only value which can 
be attached to the land is gone forever. 


The General Government has been 


generous to the mining interests. It 
permits the indiscriminate taking of 
the timber from every forty acre tract 
upon which indications of mineral are 
found by the surveyors in the field. But 
there are immense tracts of valuable 
timber land which are not mineral. 
These shonld be cured for by wise leg- 
islation so that our School Fund can 
have the benefit of the 2,000,000 acre 
grant. If this State proposes to en- 
courage general pillage of timber upon 
the government domain let it so be un- 
derstood. 
It is, however, a very poor 


mode of recompense to the generosity 
of the Government. 
The Assembl 


should look carefully into the nature 
and cause of the opposition to the ex- 
tension of the government surveys be- 
fore voting against a proposition which 
is regular, and have no tendency which 
is other than beneficial to this State, 


We assume that every member of the 


Legislature has been provided with a 
copy of the report of Surveyor General 
Hatch for the years 1S81-2. It is one of 
the ablest and most valuable state docu- 
ments which has appeared during the 
present session of the* Legislature, 
We 


call the attention of the members more 
particularly to the following articles in 
that report: "United Stales Land Sur- 
veys" Page 21, "Selection ot Timber 
Lands" Page 2?, and "The 2,000,000 
Acre Grunt" Page 23 
The report has 


appeaiei at a jtiuotare when it will be 
of the greatest service to those who de- 
sire to vote for the beat interests of this 
State, and we hope its words of advice 
and caution will not be left unheeded.

the labor being voluntarily performed 
Aa a result, over sixty acres of land 
bare been cleared of sagebrush, and the 
greater part plowed, and all without ex- 
pense to the. State. The importance of 
occupation to the insane in diverting 
their thoughts and actions into normal 
channels has not been underestimated, 
but has received close attention, aa the 
results show. 
It is quite probable that 


much more will yet ba done in this di 
reotion than has been accomplished. 
Their habits, sleep and physical condi- 
tion are much improved, life is rendered 
pore tolerable, mental quietude is pro- 
moted and paroxysmal excitement is 
lessened. 


MBDICAL 


The details of the medical service is 


intended to be similar in all respects to 
those observed in the best organized 
asylums of the c.ountry. It hag 
our custom to visit every patient m.their 
respective wards daily, for the purpose, 
of observing their mental and physical 
condition, to, prescribe fc^r the Bipij:,j|fjpk 
after their diet and attendance,* and the

It will be remembered in considering 


the number discharged that a vast pro- 
portion 
of 
the cases treated were 


chronic, many of them huring been in- 
mates of asylums for years. The per- 
centages of recoveries under such con- 
ditions would naturally be much less 
than it would be were the cases of re- 
cent origin; still, the results compare 
favorably with those of other asylums. 


DEATHS. 


The mortality during the period has 


been remarkably low, only three pa- 
tients, haying died in the Asylum, and 
of tbiige cases one was the result of 
chrouic Bright's disease, one of old 
age. und the other epilepsy. In this 
connection it may be proper to state 
that the physical condition of the pa- 
tients has materially improved since 
their removal from Stockton. This re- 
sult may be attributed, in a measure, to 
the improved sanitary conditions whiqh 
prevail in our Asylum, but more partic- 
ularly to the effects of our pure, health- 
giving mountain air over that of the 
enervating and inularia-laden atmos- 
phere of the San Joaquiu Valley. 


ESCAPES. 


It has been our policy to allow as 


much freedom to our unfortunate pa- 
tients as is consistent with safety, thus 
divesting their minds as much as possi- 
|>le of the idea that they are held as 
prisoners. It is to be considered that 
we are dealing with individuals who, as 
a class, are incapable of reasoning, 
many of whom are laboring under the 
delusion that they are victims of a con- 
spiracy to deprive them of theif rights 
and liberties, and we contend that it is 
far better to incur the risk of au occa- 
sional elopement than that our patients 
shall continually chafe under undue re- 
straint. Of those who escaped all were 
quiet and apparently harmless persons, 
who were given the privileges of the 
place, of which, they took advantage and 
left, but were generally recaptured with- 
out great trouble or expense. We have 
adopted and practically carried into 
effect the system of non-restraint, and 
our efforts in this direction have been 
so far successful that, except in one 
case, we have been able to discard all 
forms of mechanical restraint, even re- 
moving the ahiioltleu from n largo num- 
ber who had worn them for years, and 
some of whom have been restored to 
reason and allowed to return to their 
families. 


DIKTAltY AND OSNBKAL HYOIENIC CONDI- 


TION. 


Our diet Jiat has been a liberal and 


somewhat varied one, the quality of the 
food uniformly good and prepared with 
the utmost care aud attention as to 
cleanliness and proper cooking. With 
an unlimited supply of vegetables nnd 
other products of fai-m and garden, 
which under proper management may 
in the future be produced, the cost of 
maintaining the patients will be maten- 
illy decreased. 
Personal cleanliness 


imoug the patients is strictly enforced, 
and with the appliances at our com- 
mand we have been able to maintain a 
most desirable condition in this respect. 
The clothing of the patients is comfort- 
able and suitable to the requirements of 
heir condition. 
Various plans have 


>een devised for the amusement of the 
patients, among which I will m action 
our Saturday evening dances. These 
we propose to continue, regarding them 


general hygienic condition of the wards 
and other departments of the building. 
In short, it has been our intention that 
cases presenting a hope of recovery 
should not be debarred from the meas- 
ures best calculated to effect such a re- 
sult. 


EMPLOYES. 


In the selection of employes we have 


invariably given tho preference to act- 
ual residents of the State, believing it 
to be a matter of justice and policy to 
dp so. 
Our ward attendants have been 


selected with especial reference to their 
moral, mental and physical fitness for 
the place, and though generally without 
previous experience in the management 
of insane, they have, with few excep- 
tions, readily conformed to our ideas in 
this respect, and have proven remark- 
ably efficient in their duties. 
The com- 


pensation of ward attendants should be 
left to the discretion of the Superinten- 
dent, and those who by laug-coutinued 
service and efficiency have proven]them- 
selves valuable to the 
management 


should be rewarded accordingly. 


THE BDILD1NG. 


While in the main the Asylum build- 


ing is remarkably well adapted to the 
care of the insane, there are objection- 
able features which I beg leave to eall 
your attention to, with the view that 
some, if not all, may be corrected at an 
early day. 


STEAK BOILEBS. 


The steam boilers are located in the 


basement at the rear eud of the wing 
and directly under the recreation room, 
which at times is densely crowded with 
patients and employes of the institu- 
tion, and at intervals with visitors. In 
event of an explosion, which, under 
certain conditions, and indeed, as is 
sometimes the. case, without any ap- 
parent cause, might occur, the loss of 
life would be fearful to contemplate, 
and even should an explosion occur at a 
time when the recreation room was 
vacant, the destruction of the building 
would be almost certain. A boiler room 
should be constructed in the rear of the 
Asylum, and at a distance deemed en- 
tirely safe. I would recommend that 
the building for the accommodation of 
the boilers be constructed sufficiently 
large so as to allow room for a wash 
house. This would enable us to utilize 
the present boiler room for a kitchen, 
and the room now occupied as a wash 
room for the storage of msats, milk, 
butter,, etc., thus adding much to our 
comfor.t and convenience. We invite 
your earnest attention to this matter. 
The plans for the arraugemeut of the 
wards did not provide for the construc- 
tion of seclusion rooms in which to con- 
fine violent patients, and in consequence 
damage has been done to several of the 
rooms. We would suggest that one 
room, at least, ni each ward, be set 
nside for such use, nnd that they be 
substantially ceiled and made secure for 
the purposes mentioned. For the pur- 
pose of pumping water, au engine with 


eight horses, at least, and room for car 
riages, hay, grain, «to. 


FMNCES. 


We require a substantial and orns 


mental fence, either of iron or wood 
inclosing the grounds in front of th 
Asylum, and extending along the lin 
of the road to a point, opposite thi 
southeast corner of the prison walls, i 
distance of about twelra hundred feet 
Additional fencing will be required t 
properly divide the farm into lots 
though this may be deferred until sue, 
time as the farm is stocked with cows

boilers was provided, complete in all its 
parts.

BKOREATION QEOUNDS. 


A substantial 
pavilion should be 


erected within the recreation yard now 
occupied by the male patients. This 
building should be constructed with 
open sides, substantially floored, and 
provided with seats for one hundred 
and fifty persons. To accomplish this 
it will be necessary to enlarge the yard 
to about twice its present size, thus 
enabling us to ornament the inclosure 
with trees, grass and flowers, transform- 
ing what is at present a dreary, cheer- 
less prison yard into au attractive in- 
alosup. 


TABU BUILDINGS. 


No farm can be considered complete 


unless provided with proper outbuild- 
ings. We need a commodious stable 
and bay barn, provided with stalls for

PERMANENT IMPHOVEMENTS. 


The many imperfections incidental to 


a new building has necessitated ohauges, 
alterations 
and 
additions 
all 
of 


which tend to sweil the aggregate 
of oar expenses, but are riot properly 
cbargeabla to the account of mainte- 
nance. Of such improvements I may 
mention a cellar under the Superinten- 
dent's residence, substantially walled; a 
large building, iuclosing well and pump 
and furnishing the game with a com- 
plete outfit 
Of pip0 antj blacksmith 


tools; a building for the protection of 
the gas machine; a commoi-ious room 
in the basement for the use of the 
patients while in the recreation yard as 
a lavatory and water closet; numerous 
outbuildings nnd .many other improve- 
ments, nil of whiqh, though adding to 
our expenses, were essential and ore 
permanent iu their character. 


COST OF MAINTENANCE. 


The average daily cost per capita hafc 


been about seventy-four ceats, as will 
be seen by referring to Table XIII. 
Thii shows a considerable saving over 
the expense of previous years, and 
considering the probability that in the 
future the production of vegetables, hay 
grain, dairy products, etc., will be 
largely in excess of the consumption, it 
may be reasonably concluded that after 
July 1,'1883, the cosl of maintaining 
our indigent insane will not exceed one- 
half that of provious years. This should 
be especially gratifying to the taxpayers 
of the State, inasmuch as the money 
formerly sent away is now being circu- 
lated among our pwu people; our in- 
sane are better cared for, as is evidenced 
by the increased percentage of recov- 
eries and the remarkably low rate of 
mortality aa compared with the results 
while under the contract system; aad, 
in short, question of State pride, econo- 
my und every principle of humanity 
justice should have dictated the change 
years ago. In conclusion, gentlemen, 
allow me to express my appreciation 6| 
the genarous support which yoti ha^e 
extended to me iu the discharge of my 
duties. Without the light of experience 
to guide me, and with a corns of un- 
trained assistants, I naturally entered 
upon the work with misgivings. What- 
ever of success which may have attend- 
ed our labors has been due to united 
and persistent effort. To institute com 
pariaons among employes ef the iusfi- 
tution would be invidious; all hare 
done well and 
faithfully 
the parts 


allotted to them, and deserve the grati- 
tude of the peoplaof this State.
